TEXAS AND FACTORIES. 


The proposition of dotting Tex­ 
as with factoris is one of the most 
important now before our people. 
The raw material is here in abun­ 
dance, and of all kinds; the labor 
necessary to operate factories of 
every decription can be obtained; 
there are thousands and thousands 
of favored localities, and the only 
thing needed 
seems to be the 
necessary capital, coupled with a 
determination to make a beginning. 
It is suggested by those in posi­ 
tion to know, that there is plenty 
of money 
in Texas. 
However, 
more or less 
of whatever idle 
money there may be held in the 
banks by depositors has heretolore 
sought other channels of invest­ 
ment, especially in loans secured 
by real estate. 
The opinion pre­ 
vails, however, that owing to im ­ 
proved conditions, 
which enable 
those in debt to pay, hence avoid­ 
ing the renewal of loans, 
as also 
the lessened desire or necessity of 
borrowing money heretofore exist­ 
ing, make it possible that idle cap­ 
ital will seek home field of employ­ 
ment other than to be put out at 
interest. 
This is one of the most 
hopeful signs of the times, and 
encourages the belief that ere long 
the era of factory building will 
begin in good earnest. 
Indeed, 


in some 
communities there are 
already evidences of progress, that 
means a development of the incom­ 
parable resources and opportuni­ 
ties that are presented in almost 
every locality. 
There is no economy in produc­ 
ing the raw material and shipping 
it to other states for manufacture 
and then buying the manufact­ 
ured product, 
paying freight and 
insurance both ways, and a profit 
to outside manufacturers. 
That is 
what keeps us poor. 
If our pro­ 
ducts were manufactured here we 
not only would save all these 
items of expense, but secure the 
profit in manufacturing, to be 
added yearly to our wealth as a 
people, and thus better the con­ 
ditions of all classes of our people, 
and make the state of 
Texas 
greater a thousand fold than she is 
today. 
It is tq be hoped that our 
business men and capitalists will 
co-operate 
and 
begin 
the good 
work.—Texas Trade Review’.

The Brazos Navigation Conven­ 
tion meet on Thursday of this 
week, at Brenham. 
This is the 
most important question now be­ 
fore the people of this section of 
Texas. 
Bryan has a large delega­ 
tion appointed to attend, and Hon. 
S. R. Henderson is anxious to have 
everybody who can do s j, to go 
with bim over there. 
The navigation of the Brazos 
river is perfectly feasible and prac­ 
ticable. 
This writer has often 
heard tile idea of such navigation 
ridiculed, but it is usually done by 
people who are not conversant 
with the subject 
Skilled engi­ 
neers have examined the stream 
more than once and pronounced 
the navigation of the stream a per­ 
fectly feasible and practicable un­ 
dertaking. 
It would cest a large 
sum of money, about two million 
dollars being the estimate to carry 
the head of navigation by light 
draft boats as far as Waco. 
But 
larger sums are being expended by 
the general government to open up 
streams in other parts of the United 
States, where the conditions are 
not more favorable, and where the 
benefits to be derived by the peo­ 
ple are not larger than in this case. 
In fact, it w’ould be hard to con­ 
ceive of a project that 
would 
redound more to the benefit of the 
people than this one; or a case in 
which so large a number of people 
are entitled, under the prevailing 
policy of the general government, 
to such a work of internal improve­ 
ment. 
The navigation of the Brazos 
would mean, not only low freights 
by water for the thousands and 
tens of thousands of people whose 
commerce would be tributary to 
this important stream, but it would 
a1 so mean cheaper rates by rail. 
Houston has railroad freight rates 
based upon the navigation of her 
bayou; and while but little of her 
commerce is carried by water, the 
benefits to her on account of the 
possibility of bayou navigation are 
just as great as if the freight was 
all hauled in that way, and even 
greater. 
Bryan is directly interested, and 
should do her part. 
Our congress­ 
men and U. S. senators can do 
much for us in the way of getting 
an appropriation, if our people will 
do the proper thing to hold up 
their hands. 
We should show an 
overwhelming sentiment 
in de­ 
mand of the enterprise, and lay 
our petitions before congress. The 
time to start the work js this week 
at Brenham. 
Let us have a good delegation at 
the convention; or, at the very 
least, let us be represented by some 
kind of a delegation, even if it is a 
small one.

—Two robbers 
Saturday night shot and killed one man 
and wounded another in a store at Don­ 
iphan, which they later robbed and Sun­ 
day ambushed and shot and killed a 
policeman and wounded another man, 
both members of a posse pursuing them. 
The robbers are surrounded six miles 
north of Atchison and an attem pt will 
be made to arrest them.

The order was obeyed quickly 
and one of the robbers started for the 
money drawer. 
Kuchs and a man named Brown made 
a move to resist. 
Two pistols in the 
hands of the robbers cracked instantly. 
Brown fell dead where he stood and 
Kuchs winced from a wound in the arm. 
This was the signal to flee and the store 
was cleared in an instant, while the rob­ 
bers hurriedly emptied the till and made 
off. 
A party made up 'of Atchison and 
Doniphan men, heavily armed, started 
out in search of the robbers and six 
miles north of Atchison they came upon 
the robbers unawares, the latter firing 
upon them from ambush. 
Robert Dickerson, an Atchison police­ 
man, was shot and killed at the first 
volley, and before a successful rally 
could be made by the pursuers, James 
Hayes fell with a bullet in his arm.

They include Brigadier 
General John C. Bates volunteers and 
colonel of the Second infantry, regular 
army, to be major general of volunteers 
to fill the original vacancy caused bv 
the increase in the enlisted force. 
• Major General ll W La ^> n , United 
States volunteers and colonel in the in­ 
spector general’s department, regular 
army, to be brigadier general of the 
army, vice Burke, retired. 
Brigadier General Frederick Funston, 
United States volunteers, to ho retained 
as . brigadier general of volunteers, to 
fill the original vacancy caused by the 
increase in the enlisted force. 
General Funston has already received 
notification of his intended reappoint­ 
ment and has accepted. He will receive 
orders at once directing him to report 
to Major General Otis for assignment to 
a brigade command. 
His retention in 
the service has l»eeu made possible by 
the increase in the number of enlisted 
men, the law allowing a brigadier gen 
eral for each 4000 men. 
There are at piesent 22 brigadier 
generals, including General Funston, 
and as the present force comprises about 
96.000 men, the president still has the 
appointment of two additional brigade 
ocminanders. 
Generals Lawton and Bates will re­ 
ceive notice of their promotion within a 
few days. 
The appointment of Briga­ 
dier General Bates to be major general, 
like that of Funston, is made possible 
by the increase in the enlisted force. 
One major general is allowed to each 
12.000 men. 
There are now only seven 
major generals to96,OOO men. thus leav­ 
ing one vacancy. 
General Bates is at present in the 
Philippines. 
He has been in several im­ 
portant engagements there and con­ 
ducted successfully the diplomatic nom­ 
inations with the Sulu chiefs. 
He has 
a good civil war record, and served 
with distinction at Santiago and Porto 
Rico during the Spanish war. 
He is 
considered one of the best adm inistra­ 
tive officers in the sendee. 
He is well 
known as a military tactician, having 
served on various military boards of re­ 
vision of army regulations aud tactics. 
He is a son of President Lincoln's post­ 
master general and is a personal friend 
of President McKinley. 
General Lawton’s 
appointment ae 
brigadier general in the regular army 
has been generally expected. 
It is to 
be given as a reward for his gallent ser­ 
vice in the Santiago campaign, as well 
as his splendid work in the Philippines. 
His appointment at the present time, 
makes him a possible commanding gen­ 
eral of the army after the retirement of 
General Miles. 
General MacArthur is 
booked for tho brigadier generalship to 
become vacant by the retirement of 
General Anderson in January next

Bryde, a convict at the prison, serving 
a sentence of threo years for an assault, 
has made 
a 
remarkable confession 
showing him to be ono of the most 
high-handed murderers in tho country. 
His confession was made to Warden 
Wolfer, in a letter in which he related 
the murder of 
two officers. Joseph 
Grant and John McNutt, at Geneva. 
HL. on Aug. 29, 188ft; the murder of 
Julia Bu ck mi re, at Geneva; a postoffice 
robbery and the murder of tho marshal 
of Ossawottoinie, Kas.; the burglary of 
a hardware store and the shooting of a 
policeman at Guide Rock, Neb., and 
many burglaries and highway robber­ 
ies. 
After receiving the letter and calling 
McBryde into his office for more explicit 
story of his crimes, Warden Wolfer 
communicated with the authorities at 
Geneva and elsewhere. 
He learned that 
the crimes were committed but bas re­ 
ceived no additional information 
McBryde is now 83 years old and says 
he bas followed the life of a robber and 
murderer since he was 18 years old 
While relating the story of his crimes 
he gave all the details in a m atter of 
fact manner, and evidently felt relieved. 
lie claims to have confessed because his 
conscience bothered him, and says he is 
anxious to be punished for his many 
crimes.
